To serve the 
sentence that mayor Baxter imposed 
will be severe punishment for the 
offense he committed, but to the 
curious spectators who crowded into 
the court room the scathing words 
that mayor Baxter poured f wth upon 
the prisoner before him before pro- 
nouncing his sentence, seemed doable 
the punishment that will attend tbe 
physical penalty of thirty days at 
hard work in tbe city workhouse 


Gnlnty, after having made, since 


tbe trouble occurred, two round trips 
on the P., Ft. W. & C. local freight, 
on which be has been at work, laid off 
to appear before the mayor as be was 
under bond to do. He and O'Maley, 
tbe latter still bearing evidence of 
the assault, both appeared at the 
police station some time before the 
mayor arrived and their presence at- 
tracted quite a crowd of spectators. 
When mayor Baxter arrived 
the 


crowd bad become so large that the 
mayor's office was chosen for the 


jrt room. Guinty was given a 


c. ir in which be sat facing the 
mayor and the latter read the affi- 
davit in which the prisoner was 
charged with havlag been guilty of 
boisterous conduct, fighting and as- 
sault. 
Gnlnty listened until the 


mayor had finished and then, with- 
out attempting to offer any evidence 
tending to justify his conduct, re- 
plied simply that he was guilty. 


THE MAYOR'S LKCTTJKB. 


Mayor Baxter never before gave t 


prisoner such a forcible, eloquent and 
Humiliating lecture as he delivered to 
Guinty. He at first remarked not 
oaly of tbe latter's conduct, but of 
the general behavior of the crowd in 
which tbe prisoner usually made him 
salt an object for the attention of the 
police. In reference to a recent re- 
mark of Guioty's to the effect that 
'the police had it in for him," tbe 
mayor said there never was such folly 
and that any one who would make 
such a remark was actuated by guilty 
cnowledge of the fact that the police 


* res;on *o b* continually alert to 


protect the public from such person. 
As be removed from a newspaper the 
blood bespattered pice a of sandstone 
which ao nearly ended O'Maley's mor- 
tal existence the mayor remarked 
ibat to him the only wonder was 
that the blood was not upon the pris- 
oner's soul instead of the rude weap- 
on; that Almighty God had intervened 
a. Guioty's behalf and saved him 
from being a murderer to give him 
one more chance in life. He charged
